strongest,in point of number, intelligence 
aad manhood of any that everblessr-d any 
country,"

privileges of the country, Mr. Fowderly 
turned to the troubles of this State and 
said: "A breaker is Burned and the tele- 
graph com evs the news that the miners 
have burned it. I say that is a bare-faced 
lie. 
Tho miners know better than to burn 


down a breaker, which gives them their 
work. No miner over burned a breaker 
in the entire length and breadth of Penn- 
sylvania." Mr.Powderly then said that the 
Government should take the coal fields for 
i tso\\ n use, so that in case of war it should 
not be compeled to rely upon corpora- 
tions for the coal for its vessels to carry 
ou 
warfare 
against 
the enemy. 
He 


advocated the Government controlling 
and owning its own line of telegraph, and 
then branched oft on the political party of 
the Knights of Labor, and closing with 
tho remark that "the Kniahts of Labor 
^as not going to p.eces; po!itic;ans had 
been disappo'nted and dropped out." Mr. 
Powilorly v\ns warmly api>!uud"d as he 
closed his addre-s.

'ortune," said Tom Smith, otherwise 
mown as Hon. Thomas Smith, ex-Gov-

"How? Well, I'll tell you. 


iVhen I wns a youngster I was poor as 
poverty, anil not seeing any opening, I 
etruck out for the West. In those days, 
[859, 
it was pretty wild, but I was 


strong and willing to work. 
I made 


my way to it mining cump, got a fair 
Jairn and pitched in. I built a little 
cabin, which was rough but comforta- 
ale, and I saved what money I could. 


"One afternoon, when I was coming 


iome, I found an old Mexican on the 
trail just in front of my place. 
As far 


as I could see lie was a very sick man. 
[ did not liku Mexic'ius—'Greasers,' as 
we called tlmn—but for all that I could 
not let the old man die like a clog in the 
road. 
I helped him into the cabin, 


jave him some water, for ho was burn- 
ing up with fever, and divided my 
Email stock of quinine with him. 
To

and finally recovered. 
I think ho was 


the most grateful man I ever saw.

He could not do much work, for he was 
old and feeble; but he cooked, he kept 
the place in order, mended and washed 
the clothes, and generally made him- 
self useful; and as for cost, his food did 
Dot break me.

Ihe place looking for thespotwhere 


the tivaiiiiv was hidden. 
At last wo 


reached \\hal we called the hign post, a 
tall shaft of ri>,-k separated from the 
mountain-; and standing by itself. Hero 
we took an old IIOUM; to live in, and be- 
gan our search. The money was sup- 
posed to lie in a i>;iMi opposite the sign 
post, and we hunted day after day for a 
week w i t h o u t any success. 


"I began to get disgusted, and to 


think that wo had come upon a wild 
goose kind of chase, but Juan—that 
was tho old fellow's name—was sure 
we would succeed. 
One day I was 


coming down the side of the mountain, 
which was very steep, when I slipped 
and fell about ton feet. 
I striisk on a 


rock which was ju&t on the edge of a 
little 
precipice, and I suppose my 


weight started it, for it tipped and felL 
Where it had been was a round hole 
eut in the solid rock of the mountain, 
and about twenty feet deep. Calling 
Juan to come up, we got a lariat, and 
he lowered me down.

days' journey, to their tribe. 
Here 


we were shut up in a lodge under 
guard,' while they deliberated about 
our fate, and the next day Juan was 
taken out first 
I saw him run the 


gantlet, and then perish at the stake. 
Poor old fellow! his search for treasure 
ended badly for him. The next day I 
was brought out. The Indians stood 
in a long line, armed with clubs and 
sticks, and I was told to* run. I knew 
that if I did I would be beaten half to 
death, and then burnt, and I made up 
my mind to stand still. They ordered 
me again and again to go, but I stood 
there with my arms folded. 
At last 


one of the chiefs, in a furious rage, 
stepped forward and raised his hatchet 
to strike. I looked at him in the eyes, 
and pointed with my linger at him. He 
stopped for a second, and then turning 
half round, fell dead. Of course I can 
not kill a man by doing this, and I 
suppose he had heart disease, or some- 
thing like that; but you should have 
seen the effect on those Inuiaus. They 
started back, examined the man. care- 
fully, and then took mo back to my 
lodge, where they tied me uj>. 
As I 


afterwards found out, they believed 
me to be an evil spirit, whom it was 
not safe to kill, but who might be kept 
in slaver}'. So I was set to work doing 
all the jobs around the camp. They 
were very much afraid of me, though; 
I could see that. 


"You know those Indians in Arizona 


have been raiding into Mexico for 
years, and they have a great many 
Mexican girl captives among them. 
The chief I belonged to had one—Josefa 
Munoz; a child about thirteen. Josefa 
and 1 became very great friends, for I 
could speak Spanish; and I guess I was 
the only person who ever said a kind 
word to her. I slopped tho squaws 
beating her, for, having picked up a 
few of their words, I told them, one 
day, after hanging a cliarm around her 
neck, that the son of tho woman who 
struck her would be a coward. 
They 


believed me, and from that time I think 
any one of them would havo sooner 
burnt her hand off than have touched 
Joeefa. 
Bnt all this time tho Indians 


had one misfortune after another. The 
locusts destroyed their corn, a gieat 
cloud-burst came and destroyed some 
of the lodges, and about half tlieir 
horses were driven off by another tribe. 
All these evils they set down to my ac- 
count, nnd at lasl the party opposed to 
my remaining grew so strong that it 
was determined to send me away. 
So 


one morning they got a horse, gave me 
my riile and every thing they had taken 
and told mo to go. I refused unless 
they let Josefa go with me. 


"As you may suppose, there was a 


big talk at once. Not one of them 
dared to hurt me, and I would not go 
without the girl. Tho talk lasted all 
that day and the next, but when the 
son of the chief, a boy about six, fell 
into the river and was drowned, they 
hesitated no longer. 
Joiefa was given 


a horse, we were loaded with pro- 
visions and escorted buck to the val- 
ley. 
When they bid us good-bye they 


told us never to come near them again, 
a warning that was not needed. 


"We made the best of our way back 


to the old city, and there we packed up 
as much gold from the old cave as we 
could take with us on our horses. 
I 


did not disturb the old chief, however; 
the only thing I took from him was the 
head-band with its feathers.

We reached 


Yuma all right, and made our way up 
to San Francisco, where I put Josefa ill 
a school. She found her parents after- 
wards and they came up from the City 
of Mexico to see her.

A VALUABLE SUBSTANCE. 


The ProvcM of Muktiig Carbolic Add From 


Co»l Oil. 


-Carbolic ncid was first distilled from 


co»l tar in 1884 by the chemist Runge. 
It if still obtained from coal Ur, but 
more largely now, becfiune raore cheap- 
ly, fr»rri petroleum. Creosote hod been 
first obtained about two years before 
the discovery of carbolic add, and for 
•oma time thert wai an assumption 
among ehemisU that the two substance* 
were the dame, but the application of 
strict testi BOOB showed them to be es- 
sentially different 
Carbolic acid was 


found to hare many important proper- 
ties; th« one, no doubt, tbat brought it 
most generally into use wai its power- 
ful antiseptic quality. It was found to 
immediately check the process of pu- 
trefaction in organic matterand render 
decay impossible in any substance sub- 
jected to contact with it. It thus came 
speedily into nue as nn application in 
surgery, especially in the case of ul- 
cers, festering wounds or gangrenous 
sores. It is also used to some extent 
in medicine, having been found to have 
some excellent properties, when used 
in diluted form and in combination, 
though in a pure state it is a most vio- 
lent poUon. 
Carbolic acid is made 


from coal tar, from salicylic acid and 
from coal oil. 
We give the process of 


making it from t lie last named substance 
as the one most frequently used. 
The 


crude coal oil or petroleum is distilled in 
retort furnished with a thermometer, 
and the portion which pusses over 
when the hent ranges between three 
hundred and four hundred degrees 
Fahr. is collected apart and mixed 
with a hoi .saturated solution of caustic 
potassa. 
After this has stood for some 


time, a semi-crystalline, pasty mass 
forms, with some liq'iid on top; this 
liquid is drawn off, and Ilia pasty stufl 
below is stirred w i t h a small quantity 
of water until it is dissolved. 
In the 


solution thus obtained, cnrbolate of 
potassa settles to the bottom as a dense 
liquid and is drawn off; hydrochloric 
acid is then added to it, and carbolic 
n«id in the form of a solution risei t» 
the top. Chloride of calcium is then 
added to this to remove water, and 
the whole is then purified by distilla- 
tion, iitul the portion loft by distilling 
off the pure carbolic acid is subjected 
to cold and yields crystals of carbolic 
acid, which must be dried and put 
away from the air. 
Carbolic acid is 


used very lavishly by some surgeons, 
being applied as a lotion and with 
dressings of gauze or cotton wool pre- 
viously prepared with the acid. 
But 


it has been found that the application 
of too much carbolic ncid to an open 
sore results in absorption of the poison 
by the blood, sometimes to a fatal de- 
gree. 
For this reason this =ubstance 


should only lie mod as a dressing for 
wound? and sores in the form directed 
by an intelligent phjsician.
